1. flux status of our SgllgCB agents la the Latvian SSB re m ain s 
ths same. Connualcatlons have been aa l n t a ine d and the safety signals 
contained la the traffle received still shoe every evidence of free* 
don from control . The nosey available for their use, however, is 
being depleted and it is estinated that by early fail 1955 their 
fuads will be exhausted. 

2. During the current solar phase there is no longer sufficient 
darkness available in order to eondnet the nission successfully 
using aa L-20 fro* dot t land. It has been estinated by AMD that 

the necessary anat>er of hours of darkness will not be available until 
after 11 August. Although the pilot currently in training has not 
yet attained the desired level of proficiency, it is ths considered 
opinion of AMD that he vill be fully qualified la angle tins to be 
available for the earliest possible nission date of 11 August. In 
any csss, there is another pilot (T-12) currently eoployed in Greece 
who is already proficient aad vill probably bs available in August 
if needed. 




3. In an effort to explore all possible means of effecting a 
narltlne exfiltration as an alternative to ths air exfiltration, it 
ms determined by AM) that the present Agency narltlne assets did 
not possess ths capabilities required in order to successfully carry 
out the nission. It ms further stated that even given the technical 
capability, it was not considered possible to mount a successful 
maritime operation staged from Germany bemuse of the Soviet 
security counter-measures and the factor of available darkness . 

4. It was determined that the Z1PPEB boat in Germany could 
not be utilised without dealing directly with the BrittiibilNilrviee. 
This would asaa that besides German Intelligence being fully 
informed of the operation, not only would British Intelligence 
also be informed, but it could probably be relied on to exert at 
least some degree of control over the operation an well. Btepe 
have been taken to attempt to determine the level of security of 
British Baltic operations and ths extent to which they may be under 
Soviet control. 

5. It has been determined that a Hydrofoil exists in Germany 
which could probably be purchased immediately; however, ae presently 
outfitted, it falls far short of ths desired range aad payload 
capabilities. Steps have been taken to determine whether this 
Hydrofoil is capable of modification to the extent required la 
order to execute the operation staging from Gottl&nd.

7. Inasauch as it appears that only aa operation launched from 
Gottlaad, whether by air or sea, has any major probability of success, 
it is requested that steps be taken to secure approval for the 
initiation of Begot lat Ions for Swedish Support. 
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
